would more than pay the national debt,
might not turn out all slate and Dbitamen:
that the codfish might prove nnmerous enongh
to bring down restenrant prices to the poetiocal
standard of

whwelve nnd a kalf centa for two Hahballs;
and that possibly the Alaskan cranberry crop
could be made to favorably affect the pie
market, DBut these last hopes now seem
doomed to disappointment.

The estimated cost of Aluska, present and
fature, within a period of twenty-five years,
is put at somewhat more than forty-three mil-
lions of dollars, In return for this cxpendi-
ture the special reporters of the Treasury De-
partment say that we may hope to get, with
wood luck, $£100,000 o year out of seal skins,
and five or ten thousand for cusloms., As
for the fisheries, which next to the sealeries
ware the most promising source of profit,
their only drawback is that better fish can be
caught nearer marketin the waters of Oregon,
Washington Territory, and British Colum-
bia. There is coal, to be sure, in Alaska, on
Admiralty Island, but it abounds in resinons
mattors and ends in smoke. It is not adapted
to generate steam, but might be used in the
swwoduetion of illuminating gas. Inasmuch,
Lowewr. @s the demand for strest
lamps, chandeliers, and burners is not lively
in that region, it is safe to say that the
carboniferous deposits of Alaska will sleep
undisturbed while the much better and ap-
parently inexhaustible coal fields of Colum.-
bin, Washington, and California hold out.
There is much good lomber in Alaska, but,
like the coal and codfish, it is too far off;
there it is almost unat-
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tainable ther in impassable swamps
or far uj Tl sin slopes, with no faci-
lities fo nging it down. It is thought

gthat » little cold comfort might be gotten
out of an ice crop at Kadiak.,” “‘sufficient to
supply the whole Pacific ecoast;” but a year
ago the amount obtainable was so insignifi.

THE WAR ON OUR COMMON SCHOOLS,

I'rom all parts of the Siate remonstrances
are pouring into the Logislature against giv
ing public money to soctarian '\i'hm"-'* under
the provision smuggled into the city sax levy
of 150, We say ‘smuggled in.' beoatse
this is a proper (lﬂ}’r_:rl])fllﬂl _Of the Way the
obnoxions ennctment wns foisted upon the
people. The last Legislature af‘_Jj"ilrlHI"i at
midnight of the 10th of May, 15863, after a
prolonged and doesperate strogele over the
Janunry tax levies. The SBenate and Assom.
bly disagreeing on many points, the tax levy
was put into the handg of eonference com-
mittecs towards the close of the session, and
{hence it emorged with a section providing
that “‘hereafter an annual amount, equal to
twenty per cent.on the excise monoy recoived
for said city (New York) in 1564," gshould be
distribnuted *for the support of schools, edn-
enting childron gratuitonsly in said eity, who
are not provided for in the common schools
thereof, excopting therefrom schools receiv.
ing contriliutions for their support from the
City Treasury."” Mr. Morgan, Mr. Van Pat.
tem, and others in the Btate Benate ot once
indignantly opposed this appropriation of
publie funds to private nses, But it was too
Inte—the last day of the session had cone;
Mr., Humphreys ‘‘protested against any dis-
cussion of the school question at this time:"”
and the opponents of the measurs were help-
less. In this way seclarian schools were set
up against common schools, and our whole
gystem of public education, the pride and the
glory of the city, was put in peril.

The question now is, shall this vicious and
destruotive legislation be repealed? Is the
party that rules at Albany prepared to mooct
the storm of publie indignation which will
surely break upon them if they fail to repeal
this law? Mr. Borgen was right in declaring
on Monday that “‘the importance of the sub-
ject demands that it be guickly disposed of.
We can assure the Legislature that though a
log-rolling trick may be pardoned, a deliberate
refusal to listen to the public voios will ronss
a resentment it may now little suspect, The
subject, indeed, surpassos any partisan
bounds, and we record it to the credit of the
leading Democratic organs of the city and
State, that so many of them have also pro-
tested against the war on our school system,
The remwonstrance of the ['nion League Club
is a non-partisan document, as are many of
the protests mow before the Legislature
signed by people of oppoesite political faiths.

Eil must be understood that this is only the
climax of a series of measures to rob the pub-
lie schools and endow private ones. For years
there have been deftly introduced, on philan.
thropic pretenses, items in the tax levy for
the support of seotarian charities, which
turned out to be maiuly schemes of auti-
common-school edneation; but last year the
mask was thrown off, and open war declaved,

In the twelvemonth just closed there was
diverted to socturian purposes a total of

$505, 742, This sum was divided among
churches, achools, asylums, and othor institi-
tions specially devoted to the Roman Catho-
lie, Protestant Episcopal, Mehrow, Puteh Re-
formed, Preshyterian, Methodist Fpiscapal,
Baptist, and German Dvangelical Churches,
How the money was distributed is not the
main point, Had Baptists secnred the largest
sum and Catholies the smallest, the principle
wounld have been equally vieions. No publie
money should be given to private schools,
and, above all, to sccterian schools. We
have thus far had no union of Church and
State: let ws not commit the worse folly of
uniting State and sects |

The cunning phrase of the tax levy spoke
of **children not provided forin the common

schools,” as if this great number of ssctarian
schools was designed to fill out a deficiency
in this respect. But no such deficiency ex-
isted then, and none snch exists now. On
the contrary, the Board of Edueation reports
that **the average number of vacant senls in
the common sehools is 0.0, and onr
schools, ag the Union lmngnu wall anys, fur-
nish gratis to the children of the oity, with-
out distinetion of geot, everything that sec-
tarian schools furnish, except sectarian roli-
gious instruction. The question comes up
whether the people shall be taxed to furnish
the latter item, or whether the sects shall not
pay for it themsaelves.

We have at length made our common
schools as perfect as they can well be, Dy
what right, then, are we now taxed to sup-
port rival establishments, when nigh upon

10,000 soats remain vacant in our own ?
Were there no other objection to sectarian
legislation, it would be enough to know that
it, like subsidy legislation, points straight to
financial min. Once take money from the
public purse for sectarian uses, and there is
no end to similar calls.

We have pronounged this sectarian onset a
move to rob and ruin our public schools. 1L

been eminently suceessful. A church was
built for these unappreciative Koloshinns at

One hundred and
twenty-five volers are not worth setting up a
territorial government for. Customs of five
to ten thotsand dollars per annum will, if not
mare ‘*honored,” bo considerably chenper in
the “‘breach thsn in the observauce.” 'The
fm.-rinl ngent suggests an abandonment of

o torritory as the most eeonomiecal course,
or if that be not deemed politically
expedient, tho mers establishment
of asmall garrison st one point, who shall
evorlastingly vegetate in n locality where
vegetables cannot, and keep gnard over dirty
natives with the nssistance of a solitary
revenue ship.

Thia brings us to the isthmus
proper, comprising Panama and Darien, the
bow-shaped neck of land lying between the
Gulf of Panama on the south and the Oarib-
bean Sea on the north, DBetween Panama
and the mouth of the Chagres river the eleva-
tion of the central ridge is trifling, falling as
low, it appears, in one place as 1560 feet, but
from the broken and hilly character of the
conntry a canal hers would be a work of enor-
mous difflenlty and practioally useloss, as
about 54 miles of tunnal and some 40 locks
wonld be required. But what, above all, has
led to the abandonment of the idea is the in-
security of the anchorage on either coast,
and the impossibility of constructing proper
harbors. East of 'anama, at about the cen-
tre of tho bend formed by the isthmus, is the
ghortest line from xen tosea, Here the harbors
on both sides are good nnd safe, and the Chepo
river flowing into the Pacifie is navigable for
u counsiderable distance, but unfortunately
the cordillera on the Allantic side is lofty,
tho lowest po ssible summmit lovel is 1500 feot,
and a tunnel of seven miles would be re-
quired, The most southerly and castorly line
is thal by which it was proposed to take ad-
vantnge of the Atrato river, flowing north
into the Gulf of Darlon. Soveral plans have
heon suggestad for opening a communication
betweon its waters and the DPacifio, It still
appears to be an open  question whother the
diflienlties are actually insurmountable, bLut
in any case the line would bo a very long one,
and its cost very groat. It only remusins to
notico the route proposed by Dr. Cullen,
upon which the stlention of all who are inte-
restod in the projoci is now lxed. It orosses
the Darion portion of the isthmus from Oale-
donin Harbor, nenr the mouth of the Gulf of
Darien, to the Gulf of San Miguel, a branch
of the Gulf of Panama. Its nost
important advantoge lies in  the depres-
sion, or rather break, in the cordillera,
produced by a short latersl vallsy running
from the Atluntic up to the waterahed of the
two oveans, which gives o snmmit level enti-
mated at 180 fect, On the other side are the
head waters of the Buoubti viver, a tributary
of the Bavang, a large navigable river flowing
into the Gull of San Miguel. ‘I'he harbors

on both sides are good.  On the Atlantic
there s sheltor, dec P alen and seeure
auchorace in Caledoms Harbor, and in the
Swsardi Channel adjoining i, and on the

Paoidie side the natnral advaninees are even
groater. The Gulf of San Miguel is wide,
deep, and runy fur inland, pnd the navigation
from il up the Savans river, us far as the eon-
fluence of the Lara, is perfectly practicable
for shipys of any dranght of water, It is at
this point that it is proposed to open the
Pecitic monih of the cunal. “I'he advantages
celnimed for this route nro—a short line, soma
forty miles in length, and possibly only
thirty-five: a compmratively low sumumit level
to be crossed, n smaller amount of excava-
tion and fewer locks than any other route re-
quirey, and safe and commodions harbors at
each end: but besides these there nre others by
no means unimporiant, In the first place, as
to climate, the Darlen district appeavs, from
the testimony of persons who are familiar
with it, to be on the whole remarkably
healthy. It is also remarkably free from the
visitation of earthquakes; which ave frequent
in mpny other purts of the isthmus, and wonld
in all probability geriously imperil the parma-
nenee of snch a work as a ship canal; and,
lastly, there is that great essentinl for a canal
with locks. an abundant water sapply at all
soprons.  Ihe work to be done wonld consist
of a eanal of about twelve miles from Caledo-
nih Huvbor to the Sucoubti river, h{]illi_:: ad-
vantage of the valley and bresk in the chain
mentioned, For the next twelve
miles the Sneubti river may be canal-
